T T Aving now diſcovered the places,removes, 
guards, worth and Preropgative of each 
piece, I will now ſhew you ſome obſervations in 
the removal! of them : but whereas there is 64 
t& houſes in the Cheſle-board, there may be con- 
ſequently as many yarieties of games as 64 can 
be altered which are more then there have been 
minutes ſince the Creation, therefore there is no 
ſuch rule found out at this pame, as who ſhall 
play according to it, muſt neceſſarily win the 
ame : however there may be ſuch precepts and 
lions given, that whoſoever ſhall careſully 
obſerve and remember upon occaſion ro put 
them in ule, ſhall have great advantage againſt 
him that hath them nor, ſo that the following 
adviſes and Gambetts well ſtudied will be in- 
 fteadofa ruletodiret you how to advance and 
retire, huw to take opportunities, as allo how 
to defigne vpon your adverfary to foreſce and 
revent his ſtratagemes, with a returne upon 
bimſelſe : For certainly he that hath before his 
eyes & in his memorie many games well played 
ſhall be able ro make ſuch obſervarions upon 
them, as may ſtand him in great ſtead when ever 
the enemy ſhall fall into ſuch a potture of game

as he hath formerly ſeen, and remembreth the 
diſadvantape he is liable to. 

The firſt thing therefore you are to indeavour 
is, to pet the firſt remove, for 1t is of great ad- 
vantage : for which gamefters ſtrive ſeverall 
wayes according to their agreement between 
themſelves, but when a game is ended he is to 
have it, who winneth it, unleſſe you make it 0- 
therwiſe, Now for the firſt draught it is gene- 
rally eſteemed beſt to remove the Kings pawne 
two houſes, becauſe if not prevented (by the 
like play) you may ſtill move that pawne for- 
ward with good guard, which will be very pre- 
judiciall to the adverſary. 

The ſecond thing obſervable is to play your 
men in good guard of one another, that ifany 
man you advance be taken, the adverſe piece 
may be taken againe by the piece which puar- 
deth yours : and to this purpoſe be (of all 
things) ſure to have as many guards upon one 
of your pieces, as thou ſeeft the enemy doth ad- 
vance of his upon it. 

Thirdly, that thy guardes be of leſſe value 
then the pieces he aſfſaileth withall, for then if 
either he or you begin to take you ſhall gaine 
ſomething, if you finde you cannot well guard 
your Ppicce, ſee whether you can advance ſome 
piece, of yours in guard to take a better piece

Fourthly, never change piece for piece untill 
you get the advantage either by taking a Pawre 
or Noble-man of his for nothing, or diſordering 
a pawne or two of his which 15 of very materiall 
conſequence. 

Fiftly,take great heed that you doe not choak 
up your owne paſſage from advancing your 
men, and retiring on all occaſions, but indea- 
your by all meanes to take that hbercy from 
your adverſary. 

Sixtly, never play any man untill you have 
examined whether you your ſelfe are free from 
danger, and to that end upon every remove of 
your adverſary, conſider of what conſequence 
the advancing and retreating of Your adverſary 
may prove, and indeavour (if it may be hurt- 
fall) to prevent it before it be too late. 

Seventhly, conſider the maine defigne of the 
game, which is as ſuddenly as can be to cive 
check mate, that is as I ſaid before, ſo to check 
the adverſary King, as that he can neither take 
the piece checking becauſe itis guarded, nor 
cauſe it to be taken, nor cover the check, nor 
remove out of check, which may be done feve- 
rall wayes, fo that fometimes by the lofſe of one 
or two of your preat mcn, yea, ſometimes of 
your Queen you may pive an unexpeRed mate, 
as you may often obſerve in the following Gam-

or a Queen, or the making a new Queen, of 
which you ſhall bave plencifull examples in the 
Gambetts. 

Laſtly, never let your Queen ftand ſo before 
your King, as that your adverſary may bring a 
Rooke or Biſhop to check your King if ſhe were 
not there, for then you will hardly be able to 
ſave your Queen, nor let his Knight come ſo 
ſafely, that he cannot be taken up to check your 
Queen and King or your Rooke, and King at 
one time, for then you will looſe your Queen or 
Rooke, ſince the King muſt be forced to remove 
out of check, 
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Of ſome particular things tobe obſerved, with the 
lawes of Cheſſe-play. 


EforeT come to the Gambetts, I will tell 
you what a Forke, a ſtale, a blind Mate and 
a dead Game is. 

A Forke is, that when you ſce two of the ene- 
mies Noble-men ſtanding in the ſame ranke,and 
but one houſe betwixt them, advance a pawne, 
guarded with an other, unto the middle houſe 
before them both, and you may commonly take 
one of them.

A ftale 1s | wr when one King hath loft all 
his men, and hath but one place left to fly into, 
if then the adverſary bar him of that place with- 
out checking him, ſo that he being now out of 
check cannot remove but into check, it is then a 
ſtale, and he that giveth it to the diſtreſſed King 
loſeth the Game. | 

A blind Mate is, when one giveth check mate 
bat ſeeth it not, yet it is nevertheleſſe a Mate, 
though a diſgracefull one, 

A dead Game is when only the two Kings 
are left: yea moſt Gamefters will draw the 
fakes, when they have but a Knight or Biſhop 
left with cheir King, and the enemy only his
